The Prfsidential contest in which the coun­ 
try is now engaged will leave behind it one 
beneficial result, even thongh it should fail to 
produce any of the desirable political reforms 
promised alike by those w’ho are anxious to 
change the national administration and those 
who are dismayed at the prospect of losing 
their hold upon the federal spoils. 
Owing to 
its pecnliar character, distinct from that of 
any previous Presidential straggle, it has 
involuntarily done good service in the emanci­ 
pation of the press from party thraldom, and 
when the smoke of the battle rolls away, whether 
Greeley and the reformers or Grant and the 
office-holders remain in possession of the field, 
a goodly number of the hitherto prominent 
partisan papers of the country will be dis­ 
covered arrayed under the banner of inde­ 
pendent journalism. The H e r a l d has recently 
had occasion to trace the progress of the 
independent press of 
the United 
States 
during the past thirty-eight years, and to show 
how, under its influence, even strictly partisan 
journals have within that period acquired a 
more honorable position than they previously 
enjoyed. We may attribute this general elevation 
of the press in a great measure to the fact that 
since the establishment of independent jour­ 
nalism it has become necessary that a daily 
paper, in order to be successful, must be a 
newspaper os well os a political organ, and 
must Liy early and good intelligence before a 
general class of readers, as well as jjrovide 
highlj’-colored partisan food for the relish of 
its political patrons. 
The expense of publish­ 
ing a daily metropolitan journal is now so 
heavy that no party patronage would be suf­ 
ficient to meet it 
Occasionally we see news­ 
paper ventures attempted for the advancement 
of .some particular party object or the gratifi­ 
cation of some individual political ambition, 
but while kept alive a longer or shorter time, 
accordiug to the means of their supporters, 
such papers never become permanently estab­ 
lished. 
The leading political organs of this city have 
achieved success because they are well con­ 
ducted ne’wspapcrs, availing themselves liber­ 
ally of all the means of collecting intelligence 
within the reach of the modern journalist, and 
not because they ore the mouthpieces of this 
or that political organization. 
The reputation 
their proprietors have acquired and the for­ 
tunes they have secured through their journal­ 
istic enteiprise and ability have raised them 
above dependence upon party, and have given 
them an influence over the politicians not en­ 
joyed by their predecessors twenty-five or 
thirty years ago. 
The some is true of the bet­ 
ter portion of the political press all over the 
country. 
Nevertheless it has hitherto been re­ 
garded as an honorable obligation on the part 
. of a journal attached to a political organization 
I to respect its regularly constituted authorities, 


j to yield fealty to its conventions and to sup- 
¡ ¡x)rt its nominees, however objectionable they 
may be. 
Thus, 
although a party organ 
may have 
strongly denounced this con­ 
templated 
action 
or 
that 
foreshadowed 
candidate iu the preliminary stages of a political 
campaign, it has seldom carried its objections 
beyond the final determination of a regular con­ 
vention. 
But Uie present contest, os we have 
said, is exceptional iu its chai-acter. 
There 
have been former divisions in the great politi­ 
cal households, changes in organizations aud 
independent tickets in the field; but party 
lines have never before been so completely 
obliterated or party obligations so entirely 
ignored. 
The subversion of all recognized 
I political rules has tlriven many journalists into 
open warfare against the organizations to which 
they belong, aud the result has been a declara­ 
tion of independence by some of the leading 
party organs on a broader scale than that with 
which they have heretofore been satisfied. 
All 
the once formidable power of regularity has 
been insufficient to induce some ot them 
to advocate a caudidate who they believe 
to he unworthy of their suiiport, while others 
have been unusually rebellious in their opposi­ 
tion to the evident sentiment of their political 
! a.s.sociates. 
Thus self-emancipated they have 
: avowed their determination to exercise here- 
! after the full right of individual judgment aud 
conviction regardless of the action of the party 
to which they belong; and after having once 
enjoyed the advantage of entire political free­ 
dom they will not be likely to relinquish it in 
I the future. 


j 
We hail this accession to independent jonr- 


j nalism with satisfaction, because we believe a 
truly independent press to be the best and 
surest safeguard of republican institutions. 
But the action of the emancipated journals and 
the heated personal character of the canqmign 
prompt the inquiry why so much earnest and 
angry feeling should be called forth by a Prcsi- 
dontiul election? 
What is it that causes 
this great commotion the country through 
whenever the chief executive officer of tue 
nation is to be chosen by the electors ? 
There 
is too much reason to fear that the solution 
may be found iu the enormous amount of 
patronage attached to the position. 
In the 
I present contest there is nothing to excite party 
enthusiasm on either sicie, aud no great issues 
div-ide the people into distinctly defined oppo­ 
sition. 
The platforms of the two republican 
conventions that have already been held are 
substantially the same, except that the Cin­ 
cinnati conveutionists declare in favor of a 
civil service reform, which they charge that 
the present administration has fiviled to make, 
and of a foreign policy different from that to 
which we have been subjected under the un­ 
fortunate ré¡/ime of Secretary Fish. 
The Ikilti- 
more Convention will, no doubt, endorse in 
the main the principles laid down by the liberal 
republican». The candidates themselves occupy 
a singular position. 
General Grant has never 
been a republican, and outside the war ques­ 
tion, now dead aud buried, has no sympathy 
iu common with republicanism. 
Yet ho is the 
caiidiilato of the regular republican party. 
Hfjrace Greeley is the father of repubUcanism 
and the leading champion of its principles; 
yet, although ho carries with him a Lirge pro- 
pi)rtion of original republicans, he looks to 
the almost united supixirt of the democracy 
for his success. 
Grant cannot tonch the re­ 
publican heart as it was touched by Uincoln. 
Greeley cannot arouse democr.itic cntlmsiasm 
os it was aroused by McCh llan and Seymour. 
We must look, then, for an explanation of the 
I heaU’d partisanslii)) of t!io campaign cKcwherc 
than in the loyalty and deviAion of the politi­ 
cal organizations to their standard bearers, 
and 
few will 
be disposed 
to 
qiiostion 
that 
it is to bo found in the federal 


imtrouage, which has grown with the growth 
of the nation until it has become an alarming 
source of corruption, threatening to eradicate 
all patriotic sentiment from the breasts of the 
people and to sap the foundations of the 
republic. 
With millions within his gift, the 
President is looked up to more as the dispenser 
of office than as the Chief Magistrate of the 
republic. 
Strip him of the power of wielding 
all the enormous patronage now pertaining to 
his position, aud there would be but little 
excitement and staife over his election, despite 
the high character of the office. 
It will not he denied tfeat this overgrown 
federal patronage is a public evil 
It destroys 
in a great measure the independence of Con­ 
gress, and enables the Executive to exercise 
an unwholesome influence over the legis­ 
lative 
branch 
of 
the 
govertiment 
It 
tempts 
to undue 
and 
unworthy 
efforts 
to obtain 
through 
its 
means a second 
and 
probably 
a 
third 
term 
of 
office. 
It chokes the voice of the less independent 
press, and not infrequently destroys the purity 
of the ballot box. 
There are two ways of rem­ 
edying the evil—one by appointing the main 
body of government officials during good be­ 
havior, 0 8 in England, retiring them on half 
pay after a certain period of service; the other 
by curtailing the patronage of the Prosidential 
office. 
The former method would probably be 
impracticable with the American people; the 
latter presents a curious problem well worthy 
of consideration. The real power of the Amer­ 
ican government Is iu the hands of Congress, 
and not of the Executive. 
The President can 
do little without Congress; Congress, with a 
two-third vote, can do almost anything despite 
the President The experience of Andrew 
Johnson’s administration proves how impo­ 
tent the Chief Magistrate may become in 
the hands of a hostile Senate and House 
of Representatives, 
The Johnson-Clarendon 
Alabama Treaty, approved by the President 
and Secretary of State, was overthrown by the 
Senate. 
The fate of all treaties with foreign 
Powers is in the hands of the Senate; why, 
then, should not that body appoint all our dip­ 
lomatic and consular force, independently of 
the President ? 
At present the Senate hears 
the responsibility for the adts of our foreign 
representatives, without the power to do more 
than approve a President’s nominations. 
In 
the recent negotiations growing out of the 
Treaty of Washington the 
administration 
shifted the odium of the acceptance of the 
English Supplemental Article on to the shoul­ 
ders of the Senate, because it was evident that 
the controversy that had arisen between the 
two govemments was destined to prove dis­ 
creditable to America; but if we had come out 
of the 
difficulty 
with 
honor the glory 
would have been claimed for the adminis­ 
tration, and not for the Senate. 
Congress has 
the power to raise revenue aud to expend the 
public treasure ; why should not Congress have 
the right of appointment of all custom house 
and internal revenue officers? 
The present 
constitution of the United States has lasted us 
a long time, and it is by no means certain that 
the country has not outgrown many of its pro­ 
visions. An entire remodelling of our govern­ 
ment may become absolutely necessary before 
long to preserve the spirit of the constitution 
ami to prevent the republic from becoming 
a Presidential autocracy. 
The objections that naturally occur to the 
mind to which these suggestions are presented 
are—first, that the President^ as the chief ex­ 
ecutive officer of the nation, should possess 
such iK)wer of appointment and removal 
as will enable him to insure the proper 
enforcement 
of 
the 
laws; 
and, 
next, 
that Oongreas has enough to do without being 
distracted and corrupted by the exercise of 
patronage. 
The President at present knows 
but littie about the manner in which the 
practical duties of the government are dis­ 
charged, and the offices are invariably distrib­ 
uted in return for political favors. 
There is 
greater danger of a neglect of the public 
business by men on whose political influence 
the President relies than there would be by 
men dependent upon such a body as Congress 
for their positions. 
In our general elections 
the corrupting influence of patronage would 
be less injuriously felt is’ith the appointing 
power vested in a large representative body, 
whoso members are scattered all over the 
Union, than it is at present, when one man 
holds the distribution of millions in his 
own hands. 
Such a reform would contemplate 
the appointment by Congress of the bonds of 
departments only, while the President would 
be left to select his own State council of ad­ 
visers, and hence the exercise of the power 
coiUd not prove any serious obstruction to the 
business of Congress. 
At all events, whether 
these Buggostions are practicable or impracti­ 
cable, desirable or undesirable, it is certain 
that the enormous and increasing patronage of 
the Presidential office, larger now than could 
ever have been contemplated by the framers of 
the constitution, is a fruitful source of danger 
to the republic, and deserves the serious 
consideration of all patriotio and thoughtfti^

The Preacnt Gathering of the 
Democ- 
raejr 
at Baltimore 
and 
Their 
Pnat 


Conrentlona. 
The reconstructed democracy, on their “new 
departure,” are gathering at Baltimore by 
scores, by hundreds and by thousands. 
They 
meet in National Convention to-morrow for 
the purpose of nominating their Presiden­ 
tial standard-bearers and proclaiming their 
principles in this 
national contest, and 
our exhaustive and interesting letters and 
despatches, published this morning, give a 
graphic 
description of the scenes, 
inci­ 
dents, doings and predictions. 
All the indi­ 
cations are that the Cincinnati liberal repub­ 
lican ticket and platform will be adopted with 
tmparallelod harmony and enthusiasm; that 
Mr. Greeley, 
on the first trial, will be 
overwhelmingly, if not unanimously, nom­ 
inated, and that with his nomination all the 
demooratio bolters, inside and oatoide, will 
fall into line. Heretofore tho two-thirds rule 
has been tho great stumbling block to party 
favorites in these democratic conventions; 
but it is evident that this rule will be no im­ 
pediment to the nomination of Mr. Greeley, 
who will walk through the Convention with 
the victorious stride of 
General Andrew 
Jackson. 
In this respect, as in other respects, this 
democratic convention of 1872 will be a new 
thing under the sun. 
Under the leadership of 
“Old Hickory,” while his will was the law to 
the party, it was plain sailing with them down 
to tho overwhelming defeat of Van Bnren, in 
1840. But against that defeat even the will of 
“Old Hickory” failed in the Baltimore Con­ 
vention of 1844. The southern slnveholding 
oligarchy had had enough of the regular Jack­ 
sonian line of succession, enough of the ex­ 
periment of two terms to Van Buren, enough of 
VauBuren; and they wanted Texas. There­ 
fore “Little Van,” who went into this conven­ 
tion with a handsome majority at his back, 
came out superceded by Polk, under the pres­ 
sure of the two-thirds rule. This astonishing 
nomination fell like a wet blanket upon the 
masses of tho party throughout tho country; 
hut quickly recovering from their surprise, 
they rallied to the cry of “Polk and Dallas— 
Texas and Oregon,” and by an unexpected 
lift from some bolting whig abolitionists of 
New York, they carried the election, and the 
great Harry Clay was left high and dry. 
So much for the two-thirds rule in 1844. 
In 
the Baltimore Convention of 1848 General Cass 
ran this gauntlet, but it did not work so well 
os for Polk, for Van Buren bolted, and, as the 
independent froe-soil candidate, he carried off 
the democratic balance of power in New York, 
which left Cass, in his turn, high and dry, and 
elected General Taylor. 
In 1852 a baker’s 
dozen of mighty men came before the Balti­ 
more Convention, each backed by a hopeful 
posse of bis friends, more or less. 
Among 
these candidates were Cass, Douglas, Marcy, 
Dickinson, Buchanan, Woodbury and Sam 
Houston; but they were all swamped by the 
two-thirds rule, 
and “Poor Pierce” 
was 
lugged in at the eleventh hour of tho lost day 
of the week, and carried through, like Polk, as 
a compromise, some of the Southern managers 
from the beginning having held Pierce in 
reserve for this purpose, for they had sounded 
him and they knew their man. 
Pierce was 
triumphantly elected, too, as a compromise 
man on the slavery question; but asa compro­ 
mise ho proved a bad bargain to all concerned, 
and a terrible failure as a peace-maker. 
In 185G the Southern pro-slavery dictatorial 
joague under tho two-thirds rule, finding that 
they could not do without Pennsylvania, and 
finding Buchanan subject to their good will 
and pleasure on slavery, or “souiid on the 
goose,” as they called it, they carried him 
through the Cincinnati Convention os “Penn­ 
sylvania’s favorite son,” though not without 
a hard fight from the Western men in behalf 
of Douglas. 
Next, Buchanan, through a 
lucky division of the opposition forces be­ 
tween Fremont and Fillmore, slipped through in 
the election; but this was the last Prosidential 
nomination forced upon the Northern and 
Western democrats by tho Southern slavehold- 
ing oligarchy. 
Douglas broke their power in 
breaking up tho democratic party T8’ith the 
Charleston Convention of 1860, under the two- 
thirds rule, and thus he opened the way 
whereby 
Lincoln was elected 
President, 
pledged to the suppression of “those twin 
relics of barbarism, slavery and polygamy;” 
and we know what followed. 
The democrats at Chicago did well enough 
in choosing General McClellan os their candi­ 
date; but in tying him down to an anti-war 
platform they only brought him out to be 
defeated. 
So it was with tho operation of 
their two-thirds rule in 1868, whereby Mr. 
Seymour was nominated, with tho condition 
precedent that ho represented tho issues set­ 
tled by the war as null and void. 
Seymour, 
like McClellan, was thus saddled with a load 
which he could not carry, and broke down in 
the race, whereas, had tho 'Tammny Corvgg. 
tion foU9^9A 9Ur ja4Yice V'taW ng up Chief 
cTlsilcc Chase, they would have saved at least 
the four years on their now departure, which 
they lost. 
Now, having Sccopted the constitution as it 
is, and the situation as it ii, a ^ having ral­ 
lied upon Mr. Greeley as their champion in 
this contest, tho democratic party will fight 
this contest with very encouraging prospects 
of success, because tho issues of the war are 
out of the way, and tho battle iB reduced to 
tho living issues of tho hour—between tho 
party supporting and nil the elements oppos­ 
ing General Grout and his administration. 


Northern Asia in 1829, Humboldt pushed his 
investigations of this phenomenon. 
He found 
that, in conformity with the magnetic varia­ 
tion, the direction of the delicate cirrus clouds, 
or “polar bands,” as he called them, changed 
from south to north to an easterly direction 
or followed a line running from southwest to 
northwest in the Altai territory. 
Dr. Prestel, a scientist of Germany, has ob­ 
served that in his own country such polar 
bands extend from southeast to northwest, and 
then 
change 
slowly 
to 
the 
line 
of 
southwest 
to 
northeast. 
When 
snch 
cloud strial appear 
over Europe he has 
found the telegraphic weather reports there 
make it possible to compare the simultaneous 
conditions and motions of the atmosphere over 
the entire Ooutiuent, the storm area, even if 
still far distant, being at the same time present 
to all places over which the polar bands and 
their vanishing points in the horizon are visi­ 
ble. 
While the weather is still beautifully 
clear in the lower depths of the atmospheric 
ocean, the delicate filament of clouds fringe 
the extreme limits of the advancing storm area, 
and give unfailing indications of the upper air 
currents which are bearing it onward. 
Thus, 
with the varying direction of the cirrus clouds 
the meandering course of the storm centre is 
said to be determined, the observer being able 
to disoem tho coming disturbance while yet 
five hundred or a thousand miles distant, as 
the storm thus telegraphically announces its 
approach by the fine celestial tokens. 
The 
habitual observation of such signs in the heav- 
sns would doubtless enable the farmer and the 
mariner better to appreciate the daily weather 
probabilitiea 
The elucidation of this long-studied but ob­ 
scure subject ot practical science is much 
needed and will amply reward luvestigatiou. 


Natural W ea||^r Signal». 


An interesting suggestion was made a short 
time ago by a German physicist for making 
use of certain cloud forms as telegraphic' storm 
iiidioators. 
In connection with tho aeronaii^ic 
experiments conducted under tho supervision 
of the Signal Service an excellent opportunity 
is afforded for ascertaining how far and under 
what conditions these natural weather moni­ 
tors which float aloft may be depended upon 
for meteorological information. 
Humboldt 
first called attention to tho delicate, uniformly 
broken groups of clouds and small cloud strial 
which move on tho lines of tho magnetic meri­ 
dians and converge perspectively toward tho 
magnetic poles of tho earth. 
This eminent 
authority comiectcd these 
fleecy 
and ill- 
defined strati fled 
clouds 
with the Polar 
or auroral lights, 
and conjectured, 
with 
the great Arctic navigators, Sir John Franklin 
and llicliardson, that they were the effect of a 
meteorological process, generated by and ac-i 
companying the mngnetio storm. 
When ex­ 
ploring the Mciican plateau iu 19V3. and

Less than a quarter of a century ago, or even 
a decade, America was considered the last 
•place that a truly great artist in Europe would 
think of visiting on a professional tour. 
Music 
was then in Its infancy hero, and the ideas of 
the public regarding it were of the crudest de­ 
scription. Boasting—or, to use a more expres­ 
sive word, “buncombe” —was the chief ridicu­ 
lous feature of tho day, and united to it was 
tho no less foolish notion of hero worship. 
This afforded Dickens a fruitful theme for 
satire, of which he made liberal use, and all 
smarted under the lash of his pen. 
Although 
the indignation of the people at tho time was 
intense, yet we can now, with more matured 
judgment and experience, acknowledge that, 
apart from such an ungrateful return for un­ 
bounded hospitality, there was a great deal of 
truth in these satires. 
The American eagle 
was then a very noisy and demonstrative bird, 
what we would call nowadays something of a 
nuisance, and the Stars and Stripes were ob­ 
trusively flaunted in the face of every for­ 
eigner. But the thermometer of “buncombe” 
reached fever heat during a Presidential elec­ 
tion, when windy orators monopolized the 
entire attention of the puWic. 
The stump was 
too muoh for the stage. ‘ ‘Tippecanoe and Tyler 
too” was more popular than “Bel Baggio” or 
a symphony of Mozart, and crowds would 
gather to a political barbecue, leaving “Ham­ 
let,” “Don Giovanni” and the Philhannonio 
Society to entertain empty benches. 
Manifest 
destiny and our ability “to whip all creation” 
received more attention on all sides than tho 
sonatas of Beethoven or tho dreamy poetry of 
Mendelssohn. 
Yet there was some excuse for all these 
pranks of national boyh^o^^ 
tj^^mjih of 
the war of the Revolution, and tLe Séddficl 
tussle we had with the mother country, 
which may 
be 
considered as a drawn 
battle, 
left 
the 
country 
in 
pretty 
much tho same state of mind os the victor at 
Donnybrook Fair. The stump orators hurled 
defiance at everybody and everything, and 
loudly called upon all creation to tread on the 
nation’s coat tail. The spirit of “buncombe” 
took possession of the stage too, and mingled 
true art with charlatanism, Jenny Lind and 
Joyce Heth, Shakapoaro and the Astor place 
riots in curious confusion. Then Italian opera 
was the sole, undisputed property of cliques, 
and maintained from time to time a sickly 
existence, fed on outrageous puffs and a com­ 
plete cuisine of misrepresentation. 
Artists 
who had outlived even the prestige of their 
reputation in Europe were brought over here 
and lauded to the skies for the very qualities 
that they had lost, and Mr. Puff drew all his 
inspiration from tho managerial sanctum. 
OecasionaUy—very 
seldom, 
however—some 
knight of tho quill would kick iu tho traces, 
and forthwith a howl would go up against him 
that would soon make him bide his diminished 
beacl^ 
But a change has come over the once royster- 
ing nation, and this change is more particu­ 
larly marked in the art world. 
The ordeal of 
the civil w jj bad a chaateuing effect upon the 
republic, a n i “bnncoinbo” orators, pariy press 
and managerial humbug were swept away, we 
trust never to afflict the land again. 
What­ 
ever specimens of these once popular features 
of the young republic that remain only excite 
curiósity or pity in the xninds of the people. The 
Boston Panjandrum was the last expiri?8 effort 
(if m usi^l charlatanism, and every lover of true 
árí 
be ¿onfltlenl ¿ a t such a monstrosity 
will never be called into existence again. 
The 
growing taste of tho American people for music 
has not only made itself felt in every part of 
this vast country, but it has had an . effect in 
Europe which 
cannot 
he 
overestimated. 
Already an American engagement is the most 
cberisbód thought in the mind of every artist 
Qf note across tho ocean. Even the most preju­ 
diced writers admit thaí Now York is monopo­ 
lizing every season the cfe^m of European 
tak ut, and listen with surprise arid ucjight to the 
artists wo send them over in returii. 
the 
conservatories of Italy and Germany 
Aniaricans are carrying off no small share of 
tho highest honors and ott the operatic stage 
American girls are crowtit'd with laurels. 
A piano hero has become oS xUecessary to a 
household as a bureau or a sowing machine, 
and no church will have any congregation 
worth speaking of without its organ and trained 
choir. 
Conservatories of music spring up in 
tho most remoto country districts, concerts are 
of nightly occurrenco, summer gardens re-echo 
with the strains of Beethoven, Mozart and 
Meyerbeer—even tho music of the future is a 
theme of general discussion—and Liszt and 
Wagner are as familiar to our ears as they are 
in Bavaria or Berlin, and musical soi’ieties are 
as numerous os political clubs wore in the 
olden time. 
Ih is wwkf Qvon ia this worst} than trojiioal 


weather, there will be a genuine sensation in 
the musical line at the Academy of Music. 
This is the mercurial Strauss, whoso waltze* 
have set the whole world in a whirl, and 
who has undergone a purgatory for the 
last fortnight at the 
Boston bam snob 
as never musician was subjected to bo- 
fore. 
Here he will have an Intelligent orches­ 
tra, worthy of him; an appreciative audience 
and tributes to his genius more valuable tLai» 
the howls of the noisy erowd on Back Bay. 
It 
was no easy task to get him out of the oiutclMi 
of the thousand aud one oommittees of the 
Panjandrum. 
Mr. Rullmann, a New York 
manager, the same who took full charge of the 
Dickens readings, independent of Dickens or 
his agent, was tho successful one in this in­ 
stance. The Solons of the Hub stormed in 
vain, Faneuil Hall protested, the Liberal Club 
almost became sunstruck in their frantic en­ 
deavors to keep the great composer away from 
the ungodly city of Manhattan. 
But all in 
vain. The sturdy manager stood his ground 
under ninety-five in the shade, and disregarded 
tho fierce expostulations that went up fr<xn 
Back Bay to the Neck. 
As Strauss returns to 
Europe on Saturday next there can be onlj 
three concerts given by him. 
These will take 
place on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
evenings, and the orchestra will consist of the 
picked musicians of the metropolis.

As to the future life, ac­

The 
Doctor found a good illustration for one 
branch of his subject in our dethroned city

If the Doctor lives 
long enough, and we hope he will, he may be 
able to point a moral and adorn a tale with the 
conviction of our public plunderers, as Jersey 
City has served her unfaithful ones. Mr.

the supra-annual cycles of cold and hot years. 
Enough, however, is known of climatology to 
warrant some deductions and an occasional par­ 
tial forecast of seasons ; and, as the H e b a u > has 
previously shown, these deductions have been 
successfully made by our best scientists. 
Nothing is more clearly and historically cer- 
)Uin than the immense vicissitudes of tem­ 
perature and attendant phenomena of dryness 
and humidity. 
In one memorable year of 
English history there was scarcely a day, from 
.^larch to August, in which there was not rain, 
tiud subscriptions were raised for the hay- 
Imkers thrown out of employment. 
In this 
hountry the Mississippi River, which drains a 
larger extent of surface than any other water 
course, ftimishes a measure of our rainfolí and 
A vivid illustration of the annual variation of 
our seasons. The most exact estimates of its 
Average discharge give us 
nineteen and 
A 
half trillions of cubic feet; 
but in 
1839, and again in 1855, the discharge was only 
eleven trillions, while in the great flood years, 
AS 1823, 1844, 1858 and others, it attained the 
enormous amount of twenty-seven trillions, 
I t appears that the phenomenon of an abnor- 
knally cold year manifests itself in a reduced 
oceanic evaporation. 
The clouds which bear 
this evaporation over the earth’s solid surface 
Are well known to act as a screen, shielding us 
Jn summer from the radiance of the sun, and 
In winter tempering the rigor of the air by the 
evolution of their latent boat, and also by 
preventing the earth from radiating its heat 
into space. In the phenomenal cold year we 
Jxave a scarcity of clouds, and, consequently, 
the seeming i)uradox of an intensely’ severe 
winter and a summer in which the solar rays 
strike us with merciless and unrestrained 
power. The thcrmometric dato of the Royal 
O^TVfitory of Scotland, when fully discussed, 
'ed to the prediction of the post extraoráíüiifily 
cold winter; and judging from their data and 
pthers which agree with them, os well os from 
the reports of deflcient rainfall in the West 
Indies, ond the dryness and intense heat over 
our whole country, wo have reason to appre­ 
hend a dry and hot summer. ^ It is idle to shut 
our eyes to the danger o f'a protracted and 
fatally severe seastm. Evcrjdhing premonishes 
It, and we should spare no pains to prepare for 
i t The H eiuld again repeats the warnings it 
bos previously given to the authorities and the 
public generally to husband the water supply. 
And in every way possible to multiply the 
facililios for obtaining it from subterranean 
Aourcos. 


The L ate E r c ptio s or th e Volcano of 
M era pi, in t h e E ast.—From Batavia, Java, we 
bare very melancholy accounts of the sad con- 
Bcqnences which rosulttnl from the latest erup­ 
tion of the Merapi volcano, the occurrence 
having taken place in the East as our renders 
will recollect, during the roll of the subterranean 
fiery wave which set Vesuvius in motion, and 
almost coincident with that event. Two himdred 
persons perished by the visitation at Merapi, 
besides large numbers of cntUc. The distri<>t of 
Iloyolali, in the principality of Holo, was laid 
entirely waste, and the inhabitants of the sur­ 
rounding territory H\ifl'erod very great dis­ 


tress. A e vast cone of ashes which formed 
around the crater of Merapi daring the erup­ 
tion of 1869 feU In, and the mountain gave 
forth dense clouds of smoke seven days after 
the subsidence of the flame. 
Merapi was 1a 
violent eruption previously from the 14th to 
the 17th of September, in the year 1849, and 
it may be said of the mountain caldron that 
asa grand natural fiery sentinel in Asia it 
sjTnpathiaes with and responds to the internal 
pains and external alarms of its larger brother 
in Europe promptly and with very deep 
Intensity.

It has been said that to keep the Central 
Park open all night, as well as in the day, 
would lead to indooent or immoral practices, 
and the reports of the police of such things 
occurring now have been used os an argument 
against keeping the Park open, and, strange 
to soy, against lighting the Park also. 
Now, 
the Park in summer is kept opeu till eleven 
o’clock at night—during three hours of dark­ 
ness—and to close it earlier would deprive the 
mass of our industrious citizens and their 
families, who have no leisure but in the even­ 
ing, of the benefit of its cool, pure and 
health-giving air. 
Few, therefore, we pre­ 
sume, would desire to see the Pork closed at 
sunset. And in winter who would wish to 
prevent those gay and charming night skating 
scenes on the numerous lakes, which make the 
Park like a fairy land, and in which our young 
Ijcoplo of both sexes particularly find the most 
delightftil and healthy recreation ? 
The Park 
must 1)0 open part of the night at least 
Why, 
then, should it not be lighted ; yes, brilliantly 
lighted, and be open at all times? 
This is 
the way to prevent the evils complained of, 
and which, wo think, have been greatly exag­ 
gerated. With the Park well lighted and a 
proper police inspection there would bo little 
fear of improper practices. The people them­ 
selves would be a sort of police, for out of the 
vast numbers that go to the Pork there are few 
of an improper character or with improper in­ 
tentions. To object to keeping the Park open 
and lighting it is an unjust reflection upon the 
great body of our respectable citizens. 
Can 
not the people be trusted to behave themselves 
and to make others behave properly ? 
The 
Park is the property of the citizens, and is for 
their use. There need not bo any fear, if the 
Park be lighted. With that very little police 
vigilance would be necessary. 
The expense of 
lighting, or even of additional police force, if 
necessary, is a small consideration compared 
with the advAutages to the public.

The H erald correapondent at Matamoros

M atamoros, Mexico, July 6,

Via B rownsville, 'fexas, July 6, 1872. j 
General Quiroga, commanding a portion of 
the revolutionary forces near Monterey, has 
sent a despatch, dated 28th ultimo, from 
Caliera, his preseut headquarters, wherein he 
says that General Treviño, who has sur­ 
rounded Saltillo with 3,000 revolutionists, has 
not yet made an attack on the city, In order 
to avoid the effusion of blood attending a 
general assault. 


SALTILLO MUST SURRENDER. 
The hostile garrison, says Quiroga, have 
very little ammunition, nor can they hope for 
aid, as the movements of the government 
troops under General Coballos have been so 
slow that they are unable to arrive in time to 
tho relief of the city. But were there even no 
delay in the movements of Cebollos, the revo­ 
lutionists would be able to spare a force large 
enough to check his advance on Saltillo. There 
is no alternative left to the garrison but to 
capitulate. 


STEENOTH OF THE REVOLUTION. 
The revolution has increased in strength 
throughout the whole country, and it still con­ 
tinues to spread with great rapidity. A letter 
has been received from General Porfirio Diaz, 
who is in Jalisco. 
Ho saj's he is operating in 
that State with very strong forces. 
He hopes 
to be able to announce some important results 
in a short time. 


RBVOLUnONABT PLAN AND VICTOBT. 
The revolutionary Generals Naranjo and 
Bara are at the head of 1,000 men, between 
Monterey and Saltillo, awaiting events. 
They 
have taken this position to be within support­ 
ing distance of both cities—to repel any attack 
that might be made by the Juaristos on either 
Saltillo or Monterey. 
From Motohuala the news has reached here 
that the Juarista cavalry, of 300 men, forming 
port of General Sanchez Ochoa’s forces, has 
been defeated by the revolutionary General 
Pedro Martine;^, who has taken 150 prisoners. 
General Ochoa is concentrating his forces at 
Son Luis Potosi. 


A BATTLE IMMINENT. 
The H erald correspondent accompanying 
tho government forces of General Ceballos has 
sent a telegraphic despatch from Morin, about 
eight leagues from Monterey.

Accord­ 
ing to present appearances 6,000 majority for Gree­ 
ley In Uonnectlont Is a very m odest calculation. 
At the Oreeloy Republican Conference in Boston 
last week very favorable reports were made of the 
gains for Greeley in all parts of the State. 
Gratz Brown la said to be so ‘‘thnnderlng ortho­ 
dox” th at he U in favor of am ending tho constitu­ 
tion of the United States so as to formally recognize 
Christianity therein. 
Says the Bridgeport (Conn.) Farm er (Greeley 
democrat) :— 
To compare Greeley and G rant In Intellectuality 
or mornllty Is to draw a parallel betw een a moun­ 
tain and a mole hill, a giant and a pigmy. We know 
no dem ocrats who object to Greeley In any appro- 
henslon of a ‘‘worse condition of affhlrs.” It Is his 
record as against them and their principles which 
sticks In the dem ocratic throat.

The Federal OouncU of Internationals held a m eet­ 
ing yesterday a t No. 129 Spring street, Citizen Hal­ 
bert presiding. The chairm an, who Is "President 
of the P ainters’ Grand Lodge,” stated th at the for­ 
m ation of the aforesaid lodge has been attended 
with the g reatest snccess possible In any organiza­ 
tion. And now, united In a fraternal bond of union, 
they can bid defiance to capitalists w herever a 
branch of their organisation exists. 
He said that 
the discipline and strength of their organization 
has been fully shown In opening the eight-hour 
campaign In New York city, and It has lent an Im­ 
petus to the other branches of Industry who are 
following up the good fight so nobly. He concluded 
by saying th at from hum an labor flow uU the refine­ 
m ents and achievem ents of life which distinguish 
m an from the Inferior order of beings. 
By hum an 
labor tho earth has been converted from a w ilder­ 
ness and made to teem with annual h arvests; the 
sickly swamps have been 
drained 
and 
m ade 
healthy; tho rugged hills and craggy cliffs have 
been levelled and graded^ for convenience and 
b eau ty ; In a word, the useftil services have been 
rendered and the wealth of the world produced by 
the hands of Industry, and yet the tem porary 
almdoHot this wealth-producing class often show 
the w ant of the common nccessarlcs of life. 
It was announced th at the Congress of the 
1. W. A. would take place a t Philadelphia; business 
to commence at two P. M. 
Considerable debate then took place as to the best 
method to adopt to facilitate the working of the 
Council, but no declslvp action was taken. During 
the debate It was easy to recognize tho frank son 
of Gaul In his Impetuous m anner explaining his 
fhvorite plans; then the som ewhat philosophical 
German, who generally does not yield his opinions; 
the Cuban, more inquisitive than explanatory! 
the Italian appealing for unity, as he is a devoted 
adherent of “Unite»! Italy ;” the “Jolly” English­ 
man. who lookH quite happy and seems to b e In- 
ditforent about wiiat 1* going on. The Am cilcans 
appear at times to possess the combined charac- 
teristlcB of the aforesaid people, aud upon them de­ 
volves the duty of explaining w hat Is m ost suit- 
able for this country. 
An official coinmunloallon waa received from 
Switzerland gulng to provo th at the m andates of 
the General Council or London are no more recog­ 
nized by the majority of the countries of Europe, 
the United States lieing the only country furnishing 
them with money. It also states th at if the Ameri­ 
can sections should w ithdraw their alleglunce the 
Council would be compelled to suspend or organize 
on a uew basis. 
It was stated th at the venerable Karl Marx and 
hlB crowd arc now and for some time past have 
been collecting (d la Brigham Young) two cents a 
head from the internatlonalfl of America. 
Citizen Lo Grand stated th at about twelve hun­ 
dred dollars were collected In the United States for 
tho relief of the Communists in London aud for­ 
w arded to the General Council, for the purpose of 
using It as s ta te d ; but upon the proposition of Karl 
Marx the money was divided, half for a soup-honso, 
established by him, the balance to be given to tho.se 
who considered the m andates of tho Council tho 
suprem e law of the Internationals.

had to be contented with tho soup. 
80 ends the last m eeting of the Federal Council.

The week was a broken one In trade and In 
finance, the Interposition of the Fourth of July 
hoUday and the general disinclination to exertion 
in the heated term operating to make dull m arkets 
everywhere, save In the specialty of 
FIREWORKS, 
which occupied the attention of pretty much every 
citizen 01 every age throughout tho city and 
suburbs. Before and after the Fourth, during tiie 
whole week, a steady stream of non-professional 
financiers fiowed into and out of Wall street In quest 
of the cash lor their coupons or the money awarded 
them In the shape of dividends and Interest. A 
lower ruling of tho cotton m arket and an unsettled 
and weak tone in w heat and flour sum up the 
features of trade for the week. 
THE NBW TARIFF 
la operative as yet only so far os tea and coffee are 
concerned, and In these domestic articles the re­ 
moval of the impost had been discounted. With the 
abolition of tho custom duties 
the merchants 
abroad- In the countries of production will doubt­ 
less advance their prices, so th at the consumer 
here may reap little advantage after all ft-om the 
change, while the governm ent loses the revenue. 
The new system should be given 
A FAIR TRIAL, 
however, before complaint is made. In all these 
m atters our people are novices, for the reason that 
wc have never before had to raise a great revenue. 
Should the removal of the duty on tea and coffee 
serve simply to transfer the money of the tax ITom 
the governm ent treasury to the pockets of the 
growers of and foreign dealers In them, it would be 
a great legislative blunder.
